Are not the rights of 
anew sctiler, as dear. and as sncred to 
him as those of an old settler, the new 
settlers in this county havo paid as much 
for their land, pay os many taxes, and 
do as much to support the county and 
siate, as the old settler, and more—the 
old settlers are American citizens and the 
new settlers are the same, and we have 
‘yetto learn, what ii is that mikes the 
dwtinction in grade or cast, between one 
American citizen and another. If the 
teaching of the old settlers his given 
them te understand that they possess st 
perior privileges. the republicanism, of 
he bew settlers has taught them another 
lesson. Why then should they get up a 
meoting, purely mobucratic. for tho pur- 
pore of intumidating the majority 7 or for 
ent riug into mensures to deprive inno 
cent and law abiding citizens of thy ir 
rights? Whoare the »gressore? Put the 
boot on tlie other leg, an! ask what the 
Carthagenians vould hove done, if 
the Mormons had held a mecting. and pas- 


of Carthage of their rights. We think 
that they would at least, have lind a good 
reason to complain, and the Mormons 
would have published their own shane. 

Bat we have passed certain Ordinan 

ces thit are repugnant to the feelings of 
the people of Carthage. Here we would 
agiin ask, what huve they todo with our 
Municipyl regu's'ions? Our city charter 
does not say, thit any of the members o! 


Carthage. nor that we shall consult them 
befure we pass an ordinance. nor that we 
are in any-wise amenable to them, why 
then must men be so officious as to med- 
dle with those things which do not con. 
cern them. But we have passed an Or- 
dinance making it criminal for a Midsour; 
Officer to come to this city with an al. 
ledged process against any citizen of this 
place for any alledged crimes committed 
in Missouri five years ago. Does this 
jinjure the inhatntints of Carthage, War- 
saw, or Green Plains; or id any-wise 
interfere with their rights? Is it not 
enough that we have becu robbed, spoiled 
massacred an! dixpo:essed of our ineri- 
lance by a lawless binditti a gang of 
desperadoes ; but we must still have them 
follow ua like b'ood hounds, and by ille. 
prosecuitons and vexatious law suits 
drain our life blood Wo have expend. 
ed tetis of thousinds of dollars-in thi 
way, since our drrival in this state. and 
shall we to glut the revenge of a aang o! 
hrigands in the state of Missouri, and « 
few disappointed office seekers iu this 
sinte cease to avail ourselves of the wis, 
and libera! provisions of our city charier, 
which provides that we shall make al! 
laws for ‘ihe peace, well being, safety and 
happiness of the citizeos’? hum inity says 
no! all intelligence would echo nol Th- 
patriotic sons of Il'invis would respond 
no! and could the shades of the venerable 
Washingion speak, he would say ‘It is 
better fur to sleep with the dead than to 
be oppressed by the living.’ In all this 
we have not sinneJ. 

Another ordinance made especiilly for 
our protection. anid for the furtherance of 
the ends of justice, seems also to be very 
obnoxious: un ordinance makitg it the 
duty of a!| officsrs serving process in this 
c.ty to have them endorsed by the Mavor. 
It is thought by some that this will retard 
the progress of the law, and prevent the 
ends of justices We wou!d ask in wha! 
way can Udo this? The ordinance does 
not mako it the duty of the Mayor nor 
place it withia his power to stop the issu. 
ing of a legal process; but merely to de- 
lect an illega! one, and prevent the inhab- 
itants of the city from being imposed up-

or to make wise and judicious laws for 
their protection? No, but in a violent 
manner to resist the officers of th: law. 
aud protecta man in one of the most re. 
voling, disgusting aad immor:s! crimes. 
We will not say anything concerning ou 
nvishbors, but if thy Mormons had dune 
his, we should have snid let them endure 
the lush of the 'aw. Who are the aggrvs 
sors? The Mormons keep the law, and 
are not found transgressors. Their ones 
mies instigated by jealousy for fear they 
willdoitat some future time forestall jus- 
tice become breakers of the law them 
selves, afd render themacives liable to ts 
ash, for fear the Mormons wili do it at 
somne futbre time. Oh wisdom,» here hast 
thou fled! Ov intelligence where hast 
thou hid thyself!! | 

We now comt to tht neighborhood of 
Green Plains and we find a hostile com; a 
ny and whence the cause of their wrath? 
A oumber of theif citizens are guilty of 
nod impticated In Assisting to kidnapp cit 
izens of Iilinots. A legal process 1 is- 
sued and one of tha villains is b:ough’ 
Lefore a magistrate atid the crime is pro 
ven hgainst him. The very natural sup- 
position in such a case would be tht the 
inhabitants in that neighbothood would 
be rejoiced that such a wretch was found 
out, and brought to punishment. But no 
thes is rot the case. Le ix fostered and 
protected by them. 7 hey rise up in 
their wrath toavenge, what! the wrongs 
of an injured and innocent man? No. 
but to avonge themsel\es on the 
istiators of law for bringing to justice a 
manstealer. Te'l it not in Europe, pub 
lish it not in th: cities of monarchs, lest 
kings rejoice and aristocrats glory in our 
infamy. Ye shades of our venerab'e 
sires! put on sackcloth, sit in ashes, and 
mourn for the ignoble deeds of your d- 
generate sons. 

Afwr noticing all these diferent sub- 
jects we will add a few words of ealutiry 
advice to all conc: rned. Would it noi 
be much betier for us as neighbors to live 
in peace? Will it not be time enough to 
rise against us when We do something 
wrong! We have injured no man. Then 
why this excitement! We have enhan- 
ced the value of property, and made many 
of the old settlers rich: we have opencd 
an extensive market for produce; we have 
greatly incrtased the revenve of the 
country, and we have rmised up 
large c.ty where vas a wilderness; we 
have wubserved duc respect and courtesy 
towards all, and have never been found 
the aggressors. If we let other people 
then without molestation quictly preserve 
their own calling, all that we ask in re- 
turn is the privilege of bellsving and prac- 
ticing the Mormon creed, which is ‘every 
maa mind his own bus ne-s,”
